Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-30, now respectively renumbered 1, 5-8, 2-4, 9-11, 16-19, 12-15, 20-21, 25, 29, 
26-28, 22-24, and 30, are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, considered as a whole, neither teaches nor suggests the overall combination 
including replacement of a block of data found in a previous electronic message with a pointer. 
U.S. Patent 6,298,321 to Karlov replaces identical, reordered states with pointers, but limits such 
replacement to "tries" - lexical data structures representing certain words. U.S. Patent 6,320,523 
to York accesses memory locations with address pointers, but doesn't replace data blocks with 
pointers. U.S. Patent 6,223,227 to Williamson et al provides stand-in objects for a database, but 
does not disclose the use of pointers with electronic messages.
